‘Tue Indo-Chinese Sugar Company will ; 
remain an example of the difficulty. of 
introducing mannfacturing industry in 
the Far East. Originnily started, une 
der apparently favourable auspices, to 
manufacture sugar in Hongkong from 
the canes of Canton and Swatow, it 
has since tried, and been compelled suc 
cessively to rotire from, China, the 
Philippines and Cambodia ; and only at 
this Inst moment finds its operations 
located iu Siam, where the government, 
wiser, than its neighbours, at last gave 
it a friendly welcome. How Chinese 
combination prevented its obtaining in 
the open miarket the .prodace of Chi- 
neso fields; how Chinese middlemen, 
while nominally connected with the 
company, did their best to bleed it; 
how Manila proved a disappointment, 
and Bienhoa had to be sold at aloss of , 
$80,000. How pretended friends in the 
Company forced it to’ take over their.. 
shares, and how to mest such things and. 
losses in working, a capital of $400,000 
has had to be supplemented by » loan. 
of $882,000; and how finally, when the. 
Company had at last established itself 
on the Laconchaisu Estate in Siam, 
and thought that at last its long train 
of troubles had come to an end, fidods 
unknown in the district had destroyed 
the canes contracted, and: to a large 
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extent, paid for, resulting in a loss on 
the working of the Company of nearly 
fifteen thousand dollars,—will be found 
by the carious ‘in. such matters, in 
directors reports, and accounts of 
mectings special or otherwise held 
from time to time in Hongkong, and 
published. in. the papers of the last 
sfour:years. The Company may how- 
ever he now said to be fairly 
“in for it)” and wo shall avait 
with interest the rocord of their future 
‘proceedings. 
Wehave on a previous occasion 
inallading to the Sugar Company 
Pointed ont the difficulties which 
beset the introdncers of manufacturing 
-industry into the East; the prejudices 
of the people, tho silly and short-sighted 
opposition of the governments, the op- 
pressive nature of the tariffs, and, by 
no means least, the insatiable greed 
of-middle-men, have resulted hitherto 
in the final withdrawal of every at- 
tempt. So long as such trials rested 
in private bands, there was a natural 
tendency to closo up and charge tiie 
affair to profit and loss, so soon as a 
cortain amount had been sunk without 
adequate return, The Indo-Chinese 
Company cav, however, scarcely do 
this; tho very magnitude of its engago- 
ments forces it to go on or to lose every- 
thing; and it is, wo think, a source of 
congratulation, to the public as well as 
to.the sharoliolders, that at last pros- 
pects of amelioration are apparent. If, 
at lost, the farm aud manufactory of the 
company at Laconchaisa should prove a 
success, the possibility of other enter- 
pries of the samo natare becoming 
eventually profitable, may lead to a re- 
petition of the experiment. Even Chi- 
note may be led to; se that it is not 
always advisable to drive away enter- 
prise from their own country; and the 
example of the King of Siam may com- 
mend itself to neighbouring potentates. 
We are not very sanguine of immediate 
results; toomuch ignorance and too much 
Prejudice havo to be overcome. Still, we 
donot believe that the want of success 
of such partial experiments as have been 
tried, ia a conclusive proof that others 
more energetically worked may not be 
fairly successful. Silk flature and bean- 
crashing we bolieve, for instauce, have 
a fatare in China; and though’ combi- 
nation may render their success at 
first difficult, we may remember that 
stronger combinations than they are 
likely to be opposed by, have been sur- 
mounted. One instance at point was 
the introduction of the Mexican dollar 
into general currency. Had not great 
and steady pressure from without been 
bronght into play, we should still have 
been purchasing a continually diminish. 
ing. stock of Carolus dollars ata pre- 
minum, to carry ou an increasing trade ; 
or,,ou the other hand, would have been 
driven to the necessity of imitating

The Mexican dollar is now, thanks to 
the exercise of that pressure, acknow- 
ledged in China ; and though we hear 
of difficulties in the introduction of the 
newer coins, and see an attempt to run 
the old ones to a premium, we may be 
confident that united action on our part 
will again upset all such injarious at- 
tempts. Pressure of somewhat the 
same natare will probably be brought 
to bear in the other case, and we shall 
see native prejudices and combination 
as readily giving way asin the forme:

Prince Kung’s memorial regarding the 
position of foreigners, a translation of 
which was published in the N.-C. Herald 
of March 28th, has’ been posted out- 
side the Now North’Gate, and seems to at- 
‘tract a good deal of attention. But it is 
im the cities of the interior that it is 
most wanted ; and it is for its fate, there, 
that we feel most apprehension. Foreigners 
know whether a thing is posted at Shang- 
hai; but they don’t know whether it is 
posted at Nanchang. 

For some wooks past, # series of meetings 
have been held in tho London Mision 
Chinese Chapel, in connection with the 
‘Temperance Societies of H, M.’s ships Cock- 
chafer and Leven and the U. 8, steamers 
Monocacy and Palos. These mectings have 
had satisfactory results ; rio leas than sixty- 
three new members having lately joined tho 
societies. On Inte occasion, a number of 
Indies entertained the sailors, at the Chapel; 
and on Tuesday night,"the ‘latter, in 
acknowledgement of their kindly interest, 
gave a return entertainment; which wat 
presided over byDr. F. J. A. Waring, RN. 
Several excellent. songs wore. sung, and 
recitations given by the members of tho 
Societies, and by a fow Shanghai-Amateurs 
who kindly lont ‘their ‘aid; and a ‘very. 
pleasant evening was Dr. 
Waring addressed the sailors during 
the evening, in encouraging terms, on the 
‘muocess of the ‘cause they were met to pro- 
mote. ‘The other speakers wore th Revs. 
‘Mossrs. Owen and Thomas; and Mr. Lar- 
ton of the Leven, the president of the 
English Societies, who acknowledged the 
kind and valuable musical aid which had 
‘been lent them by the Gentlemen Amateurs 
on this and on previous occasions. The 
hall was tastefully decorated with flowers 
and evergreens and flags of various ni- 
tions, conspicuous among which were the 
St. George’s cross and the Stars and 
Btripes. 

‘The Supreme Court has been engaged 
on a case which has some interest, as defin~ 
ing the limit between pilotage and salvage 

The Deutsche Bank has, taken the 
promises in Kiangse Road, lately occupied 
by the Chamber of Commerce. It will be 
remembered that these were built, « fe 
years ago, for the Bank of India. 
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Iti sald the 8. 8. N. Co. have bought 
the Nautilus; ramour adds for $80,000, 
and that ahe is to run with the Chwan on 
the Ningpo line. 

Our readers will remember the loss, some 
time ago, on the south end of Leuconna Is- 
land, of the ship Hamilla Mitchell, having 
on board = largo quantity of specie. A 
good deal of this was recovered last year ; 
but many boxes still remained, and the 
underwriters have lately sent out another 
expedition from England, to try to recover 
them. “This expedition, comprising Messrs. 
R. W. Manning, manager, T. Trescott 
diver, and A.. Manning, tender, arrived 
about « fortnight ago with all necessary 
sppliancoa, and left almost directly in the 
Pilot-boat Maggie, for the scone of the 
wreck, ‘They reached the apot on Tuesday 
lust, and were joined on Thurday by 
H.M. gunboat Dove, which came over from 
Ningpo for their protection. A number of 
nativoboata had gathered by that time, and 
anchored around. They commenced ope- 
rations on the Dove's arrival, and succeeded 
in recovering $8,000, whon it became ap- 
pirent that blasting was nocossary—tho 
ship, which isiron built, having complotely 





broken up, and.the pieces corroded and | Posed 


formed 4 solid mass, covering in the silver. 
The expedition accordingly returned to 
Shanghai on Saturday, for tho necessary 
appliances, but will return to the wreck as 
toon as possible. The Dove, in the mean- 
timo, haa gone back to Ningpo. We un- 
derstand that the members desire to ack- 
nonledge the great services rendered 
them by Mr. Snowden, who accompanied 
them as pilot. , - 

Wo hear that work on the frigate which 
in boing built at the Arsonal, is so far ad- 
vanced that Friday next, the 24th, has been 
named for her launch, Extra. hours have 
been worked to finish the coppering of the 
hull, and the ship is thus likely to be 
finished a month oarlior than was expected. 

‘The Gazette of the 13th April contains a 
tather striking memorial from the Governor 
of Kraosu, regarding the rice tribute. 
Seagoing junks are now so few, that it was 
found impossible to send the'whole at one 
time; the same junks will have to repeat 
the trip. No attempt is made to account 
{or this decreaso in. native shipping ; but 
‘hocause doubtless is that, as old junks dio 
ut, they are not replaced, their inferiority 
‘o foreign ships being recognised. But 
fancy their boing convoyed by steamers ! 
The ides of convoy at all is nonsense, 
tow. Pirates have died out on the North 
‘out; till it is something to have 
ft00 far as to recognise the superiority 
ot tteamers to war junks for convoying 
Purpose, But what aro the steamors be- 
longing to the “Shanghai office for the 
Prevention of piracy,” which are only able 
(ocruise in inland waters?

A Nixoro correspondent writes, that a 
compromise has been effected in re the 
“ Bridge of Boats. Froo Ferry” fight. It 
fs necessary to explain that, when the 
bridge was built, a promise was made to 
compensate the proprietors of the Ferry. 
‘This has never been done ; that is to say, 
no terms have been offered which the 
Ferry men would accept. Now, it is pro- 

that the Company shall pay them 
$1000 down, and $500 annually, the Taotai 
guarantecing that no ferry shall again be 
started in the neighborhood of the bridge. 
‘This is fair allround. If as liberal terms 
had been offered to the Forry people 
before, there would not have been the 
trouble there hus, lately. 

An edict in the Peking Gazette of the 
12th April announces more successes by 
the Imperialists in Kwetcuow; but it is the 
‘Mahomedans who are beaten this time, not 
Miaotze. The lustre, however, of the vic- 
tories is somewhat tarnished by the fact 
that they were won through the treachery 
of a renogade chief. The places mentioned 
are situated in the south-western extremity 
of the province, connecting on the South 
with Kwangsi and on the West with Yun- 
nan—that is to say, probably, that the 
affair was a sort of offshoot of the Mahome- 
dan insurrection in Yunnan. 

We reprint from the Daily Press a full 
account of the proceedings in regard to 
the M. M. str. Ava. The affair seems 
to have been unfortunate, to » degree 
that we should hardly have expected even 
in Hovoxoxe. From the same paper wo 
extract a report of the wreck of the 8.8. 
Douglas, which will be read with interest. 
‘As usual in such cases, difficulty was found 
in keeping off the natives. Eventually all 
the treasure was recovered save one box ; 
the Douglas seems to be s total wreck. A 
deputation from the Chinese residents had 
a satisfactory interview with the new Go- 
yernor on' the 6th. M. Geoffroy, the 
French Minister to Peking, arrived by the 
French Mail. The L. & 0. Express says he 
is instructed not to present M. Thiers’ 
reply through any subordinate channel, 
but into the hands of the Emperor. 

According to the Advertiser, Mr. Hart 
was to go’ to Canton on the 13th, and 
return on Saturday in the gunboat Feiho ; 
this boat and the Ling Feng are then to 
start with the Inspector General, his Pri- 
vate Secretary, and suite, for Haran. 
‘The China Mail adds that H. M. Consul 





at Canton is instructed by Mr. Wado to 
procesd to Hainan, and instal Mr. Her- 
bert Allen as Vice-Consul at the new port, 
which will thus be under the jurisdiction 
of thé Canton Consalate. Mr. Robertson 
merely waits, it is said, for the port to bo 
formally opened by Mr. Hart, who is 
doputed by the Chinese Government to 
act for them in the matter, and is invested 
with full official authority. The 8.8. 
Hector took 433,810 Ibs. of ten to Lon- 
don. 


Tho Advertiser says two emissarios. of 
the Canton Customs have been sppre- 
hended in Macao—one in flagrante de- 
Ticto collecting taxes from the traders 
on shore ; the other, in his boat, inti- 
midating the boat people, just. under 
the batteries of the Barra Fort, at the en- 
trance of the inner harbour, The Governor, 
being the Chief Magistrate of the place, 
having been convinced of the crime that 
they were accused of, sont them to the 
chain gang! Viscount de S. Januario is 
determined to put » stop to the abuses 
committed by the Chinese Customs merce- 
naries, with ahigh hand, Whatever our 
opinion of the status of Macao may be, we 
are glad to see the energy displayed by 
His Excellency on this occasion. The samo 
paper says: “The coolie market is drooping, 
owing partly to the monsoon and partly 
on account of the brokers not having 
yot returned from the interior with 
fresh stock. What able-bodied men ro- 
mained in the barracoons are being des- 
patched by the two Peruvian ships, tho 
Macao and Perv, now loading. ..Tho 
French barque Emile will take the berth 
at £15 per head, with the usual clause for 
blinds, ‘The Peruvian barque Sara and the 
Dutch barque Onrust have sailed, the for- 
mer with 3560 and the latter with 450 
coolies. Transactions in time bargain 
scrips are fair, and we quote to-day $98 
per head laid down in Macao.” For imme- 
diate delivery, the quotation is $126 or 
135 nominal.” 

A correspondent at Dilly, Trton, writing 
to the Oriente, under date of 29th February’ 
last, says :—‘In this wretched colony of 
the Portuguese Crown, the public func- 
tioparies have not received their pay for 
the last nine montlis! ‘The little receipts 
from the Customs and other scauty sources, 
could’ scarcely enable the Exchequer to pay 
the Governor’s salary and that of the 
troops! The public,men, therefore, as 
you may judge, are reduced to the most 
abject misory, aud with difficulty they 
keep their bodies and souls together. ‘The- 
garrison is composed of only a few soldiers. 
and these are barefooted and covered 
with rags : discipline is not known here. 
ublic hygiene is in an alarming state. 
The streets, in this rainy season, are in- 
transitable. i

MEDICAL MISSION HOSPITALS IN KWANTUNG. 
Mepicat Records in China, in the pre- 
sent stage of our knowledge, or want 
of it, have a considerable interest, and 
no gauge of the-state of public feeling 
is more sensitive than that afforded by 
the records of the various missionary 
disponsaries. We noticed a short time 
ago, the very remarkable effect pro- 
duced in Peking by the excitement on 
the Tientsin massacre. The report of 
the’ ““Modical Missionary Society “in 
GChina,”having its head quarters in 
Canton, tells’ of the excitement pro- 
duced inthe south, by the absurd tales 
of the “Shan-sin-fan. That reasonable 
doings, possessing the ordinary faculties 
‘of humanity, should allow themselves to 
be.duped by such silly old wives" tales, 
seem incomprehensible; but the 
records of the disper ies show. that, 
not only were the stories widely spread, 
but ‘that ‘they ‘had a tangible and 
remarkable influence on the num- 
bor'"of those seeking relief from for- 
eigi’ ‘médical science. ‘ The “Medi- 
cal: Missionary ‘Society,” while hav- 
ing, ‘its’ headquarters at- Canton 
underthe superintendance of Dr. Kerr, 
possesses branches in many portions 
of the Kwautung province, Its sphere 
of operations is thus extended over a 
large'tract of country, while many ua- 
tive assistants, more or less conversant 
with foreign 
have, in additi 
as practising phy! 
points of the province. The society, 
while possessing an organisation ox- 
tending thus far, is noteworthy for the 
economy with which its affairs are ad- 
ministered; finding, out of an income of 
eixteqnhuudred dollars, not onlyenough 
to. carry on six dispensaries, but an 
additional .sum to be devoted to a 
* work on Chomistry and Materia 
Medica. The report enters con- 
siderably into detail with respect to 
the ‘cases treated during the year, a 
much larger proportion than in North- 
China being surgical. Dr. Kerr, taking 
advantage of his opportunities, has 
taken up more especially the subject of 
urinary: calculi, for the treatment of 
which the hospital seems to have earned 
@ namo amongst the Chinese. A care- 
fally. prepared table, in continuance 
of those in former years, gives valuable 
details of the cases treated, and will 
doubtless be. found of practical benefit 
by tho, médical ‘profession. The Shan- 
sin-fan excitement in its various de- 
grees is well marked outin the record 
of cases treated, which dwindled from 
1550 in May to 593 in August, when 
it was at its height. Itis, however, 
Satisfactory to note that, later in the 
year, its influence was evidently becom- 
ing less. At Sheklang and Taugkan the 
influence brought to bear on the people 
culminated in the distrust, towards 
the end of July, of the dispensary premi- 
soe, Shoklung will not have agdin the 
opportunity of repeating its conduct, as 
the dispensary was to be removed to a 
villagecalled Ho-an. This will probably 
bé' felt as in some degree a punishment, 
though by uo means au adequate one. 
Theanimosity displayed toward the mis- 
sionaries was extended likewise to the 

























natives trained in the Canton” hospital, 


some of whom were practising, and in | i 


a fair way'of earning’a profitable eub= 
sistance. It likewise resulted, curiously 
enough, in the establishimnt. at Cariton 
of a purely native hospital. No less 
than $60,000 were collected in less than 
a year, and every support, official or 
private, given to it. Dr. Kerr does 
not speak in hopeful terms of the 
prospect of this new charity. It was 
too evidently intended as a sort of 
set off against the foreign dispensary, 
to offer much prospect of its being 
devoted solely to its pretended use: 
While, as wo have seen, the small 
sum of $1,600 sufficed to cover the 
expenses of the foreign charity for a 
year, the native one absorbed some $600 
per month, of which, however, less than 
one-balf went to the pare support of 
the charity. From the hospital, every- 
thing foreign is religiously excluded, 
foreign doctors, medicines, and practice, 
being under taboo; even foreign sub- 
scription was refused. “ Dr. Kerr is 
doubtless not far wrong in impating to 
other motives than benevolence, this 
strange proceeding. On the whole, the 
system adopted by the “Medical Mis- 
sionary Society” seems to be a sound 
oue, and we hope thatit will notflagin its 
efforts. After all, the Sban-siu-fan 
excitement cannot last for ever; its 
subsidence will probably lead even the 
Chinese to see thiat they have been more 
or less deceived by its authiors. 








‘THE KIOTO BXHIBITION. 


Wuex the late Prince Albert conceived 
the idea which was subsequently em- 
bodied in Hyde Park in 1851, he proba- 
bly ever dreamed that twenty-one 
years afterwards tho natives of Japan 
would be following in bis wake. Yet 
this seems to be the case, The land 
of the Rising Sun has at present a 
mania for exhibitions; and, judging 
from the accounts before us, they are 
displays by no means devoid of interest.

Let them 
take a greater intorest in public afairs, 
insist on a better representation of their 
in the Legislative Council, and a 
larger proportion of non-official mem- 
bers, so that these cannot be at all times 
outvoted by their official colleagues. 
The arrival of Sir Arthur Kennedy 
as Governor is an opportunity which 
should not bo lost by the Colonists, 
especially as ho -has alroady shown a 
greater desire to consult tho non-official 
members and the public, than did his 
predecessor. 














PETROLEUM IN THE PUNJAB.* 
Ir is now just. ten years ago since the, 
world was aroused to consider the im- 
portance of petroleum. It had been 
known for two thousand years, but still 
its commercial importance did not 
dawn upon mankind until the date wo 
liave named. Tho spirit and enterprise 
layed in Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Canada in working the wells, naturally 
‘induced imitation. Petroleum was 
found in the Ural chain and in Italy, 
France, Great Britain, Persia, Tarkey: 
and Borneo. We have now before us 
a report by an’ American geologist giv- 
ing an account of some recent surveys 
‘in the Northern districts of India, which 
prove that there “ile” has also been 
“struck.” The Panjab oil region is in 
the corner between Cashmere and Ca- 
‘bul, and occupies a nearly equare space 
about a hundred miles long east and 
west, by ninety miles wide north and 
south. ‘The oil has been bored upon at 
place called Gunda, and at first fifty 
gallons of it were pumped a day from 
the well, but the yield appears to have 
grown quickly less. Oil flows at five 
other places from natural sprivgs, from 
a gill to three quarts a day, and there 
are traceg of it at yet two other places, 
making eight in.all. Asphalt, or dried 
oil, is found in small quanties at four 
of these places, and at four other spots— 
at two in notable quantities. At most. 
of the asphalt places, there are traces of 
rock tar or-asphalt melted in the heat 
of the sun; and at one of them, Alug- 
gad, as ‘much as 100 gallons. The 
‘Aluggud: oil (now dried to asphalt) 
seems to have come from rocks of car- 
boniferous age, to judge by their fossils. 
‘The usual place to find petroleum, as 


. of the Panjab Oil Region by BS 
yma, oe of ip. ASuercas Phulspbial 
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we need scarcely remind our readers, 
is between the bituminous coal beds 
above the anthracite. The oil is dark 
green in colour, and very heavy: ‘It 
seems that the natives have: tried the 
experiment of burning the Gunda 
with a simple wick resting on the side 
of an open dish ; but some oil obtained 
in the same region, from a place called 
Pannoba, is more inflammable and needs 
a special tube for the wick, though the 
main opening of the dish or lamp may 
stay uncovered. It is noteworthy that 
no extensive use is made of this valua- 
ble oil for practical purposes, though 
the Persians, as ancient records inform 
us, lighted their mansions with fock 
oil—a fact which is believed to have 
suggested to Milton a well known pas- 
sage in his description of Pandemo- 
nium, where we find the fallen angela 
deliberating in a hall where

‘The natives of the Panjab, however, 

have no idea of converting the treasure 
their wells to so practical a purpose; 
indeed the only use found for it, acco 
ing to Mr. Lyman, is to mollify ‘the 
sores on the humps of camels. Tho 
asphalt is a favourite with the charla- 
tans who profess medicine, and who 
compounds pills good for broken 
bones, of which it is an ingrediont, 
This reminds us of the titionér 
in the Spectator, and his pills good 
against earthquakes, The distriot ap- 
pears to have other products that 
impart to it considerable interest. 
As wo have hinted, coal is mot 
witb, though Mr, Lyman describes’ it 
cantiously as “thin beds of brown coal, 
with the look sometimes-of good bitn- 
minous coal.” ~ Gold has been. washed 
from the Miocene, sands: along the 
Indus, Copper and Iron are found, but 
re insignificant in amount; but Sul- 
phur, Salt, Alum’ and Saltpetre. are 
more plentiful... When we conclude the 
report, we see that we are introduced 
to a district which needs developement, 
and which contains geological features, 
of no common interest. The oil wells 
of the United States have beon a theme 
of world wide interest for a long time. 
The Panjab will not probably excite 80 
much interest in this regard for years, 
batithis now “capability” of a region 
‘little thought of, is not tobe forgotten. 

















SHANGHAI. 


Suanouat has been deprived. of ono of 
its grievances, in the shape.of the mys- 
tery of the Recreation . Fund. 
institution, after all, does not pos. 
sess. the thousands supposed. to: have 
been lying untouched in some dark 
and dreary cellar. It is almost a pi 
to have lost our sompiternal growl, 
and there seems on the instant some 
difficalty in raising another. Of conrse 
the approaching opening of the téa 
season is an opportunity not to be lost, 
and’ accordingly we are. justified in 
complaining of the large :namber.of 
Chaazees who have gone to Hankow/for 
the occasion. Itis doubtless very wron; 
for so many gentlemen to procee 
in a body to that usually mild port, 
not to speak of the numbers who, after 
feeling the pulses of their Shanghai 
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friends, have proceeded or are proceed- 
ing south to Foochow. Of course the 
arrival of twenty-two chaazees all in 
a. lnmp will excite the feelings even of 
the most phlegmatic teaman’; and we, 
down’ in Shanghai, will be deprived of 
the pleasure of baying in our back 
room a few nice and promising chops. 
Aftor all, we do not quite approve. of 
this perpetnal grambling a8 to our 
neighbours’ conduct in the matter of 
tea purchase. We have generally found 
that the majority of the gramblers 
were just the people to do the same as 
those grumbled at, did they have the 
opportanity; and as extra fine first 
chops have of late years hardly borne 
out the e: 





tations of the buyers, 
there’may be a reasonably good time 
, for all, tall events, our days of lei- 
sure are drawing toa close. Whe- 
thor we like it or not, a large, per-

And possibly 
more ardent pity for the shortcomings 
ofthe old coantry has beon felt and 
expressed in China, than within tho 
Four Seas, Woare, herein, in'something 
Tike: the same position in which Little 
Bethel finds itself with regard to the 
benighted heathen, strong to. sympa- 
thise, but weak to affect, Even this 
grievance scoms to have left us for 
awhile; Odgers and his patron the 
Prime Minister havo fallen out; and 
Odgers remains in the cold. This is 
oubtleas satisfactory, but satisfaction 
does not constitute happiness, and our 
sympathios lio fallow for want of ‘some 
‘object'to: exercise them on. To what 
straits we may be driven, we may 
Tearh from the discussion on the tiam- 
fay acheme. It seoms as if all the old 
sympathetic arguments made use of

SUPREME COURT. 
‘In Admiralty. 
Shanghai, 15th May. 
Before C. W. Goopwrs, Esq., Acting 
Chief Judge. 

The Claro Babuyan, cause of Salvage,—claim 
of Tis. 1,400 ; W. B. Bain, pilot, plaintiff. 

‘Mr. Harwoop for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Eaotes for the defendant. 

‘Mr. Harwoop said this was a claim of sal- 
vage for Tls. 1,000 for services rendered to the 
Claro Babuyan and her cargo. He then briefly 
detailed the circumstances under which the 

intiff came to render the services for which 

e made his claim. On the 23rd March the 

Claro Babuyan was aground on a spit, She 
was drawing 17 feet of water, and where she 
was stranded there was then only 4 feet of 
water. ‘The vessel signalled for assistance, 
and the Maygie Lauder, a tug-boat, went to 
her. Arrangement was made with her to go 
to Shanghai, and getassistance. On her way, 
tug met Mr. Wain and requested him to 
p in it to Shanghai. He didso and saw 
‘Mr, Frazar the agent, who authorised him to 
do his best for all concerned. Plaintiff went 
to the Claro Babuyan which he reashed at 10 
o'clock the same night. He set to work next 
morning and got her off the Bauk. It will be 
shewn that the plaintiff could not take the 
vessel out by the same passage that it had got 
on the Bank. In sailing her out of her posi- 
tion by the most feasible way, she again 
grounded. and violently heeled over on the 
tug. ‘The latter cut adrift from the yessel 
with the Captain of the Claro Babuyan, who 
had jumped on to her, exclaiming at the same 
time, ‘My God, my ship is done for now !” 
The ‘plaintiff remained on board, and by his 
exertions rescued the ship from’ its second. 
difficulty ; at 11 a.m. on the 28th, the plaintiff 
safely brought her into the River and an- 
chored her below the Harbour Master’s Hull. 
On that day the plaintiff settled with 
Captain Holmes of the Claro Babuyan as to 
his remuneration for the services he had ren- 
dered, and the latter gave him an order for 
‘Tis. 1,000 for saving the ship and its cargo. 
In ‘the Defendant's answer it was stated that 
neither the ship nor the tug were in any danger, 
and that the pilot in doing what he did mere: 
y did what was required of him as a pilot, 
for which ‘Tis. 100 was paid into Court as his, 
pilotage remuneration with Tls. 10 a day 
added for loss of time. ‘The law defined pilot: 
age to mean the conducting of a vessel which 
‘was in no danger or distress, or had been in the 
apprehension of no danger from antecedent 
causes, safely into port. (Pritehard, 763, cl. 
287, the Blizabeti), ‘The Counsel then quoted 
several authorities. When services were ren- 
dered by a pilot in saving a ship, not in his 
capacity of pilot, he was entitled ‘to reward 
as salvor. (Jones’ Law of Salvage, p. 83). 
His present case was that of services rendered 
by his client not in his capacity of pilot, the 














ship being in distress. Jones’, p. 34, the 
Persia ; Swabey, 171; Pritchard’ 764,  foot- 
note 113; Lee’». the Alexander). ''These 


cases went to show that a pilot was rewarded 
gs salvor for going to ship on shore. 
ilot was not bound to go to a ship in distress 
for the mere pilotage of it. He was not 
Punished if he refused to goy and if he went 
1e was entitled to his reward as salvor. (Zhe 
Eliza, Lushington’s Reports, 527, 113) 
‘Baa Counsel than. uted ‘authority £0 
show that, by a mere warning given to a 
vessel of the danger which lay ‘before her, a 
person was entitled to salvage claims, A 
pilot who happened to render servives which 
saved a vessel from danger was entitled to 
salvage remuneration. (The Galatea, Swab 
799, and Pritchard, 763 and. 764 par. 20). T¢ 
only remained for him to repeat that 
the definition of pilotage was, useful services 
rendered in conducting a ship safely into 
port, when she had not been in any danger 
of being lost. (Williams and Bruce's Adm., 
92 and 94). “He would now call for the evi: 
dences of Kirk and Harris, which. were taken 
before the Registrar. 
‘This evidence was then read, as follows : 
Janes Kiax, sworn stated,—I am Chief 
Engineer of the Maggie Lauder. Ihave been 
ten years in ai, and know the river 
well from the Lightship inwards. I recollect 
the 23rd March. I was told by ‘the Captain 
of a barque that another: baryue was ashore 
at the Beacon spit. We left Shanghai on the 
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‘24th and met the Glensannox (steamer) which 
was flying rendezvous flag (for assistance). 
‘We went alongside, and the Captain told us 
a barquie was in distress. ‘The pilot said the 
Captain was in an open boat this side the 
Beacon. We picked him up. Captain Phil- 
lips (the tug captain) asked what he was 
going to do; he said he was going to Woosung 
fo get two cargo boats to lighten her off. 
Captain Phillips said it would be better to go 
back and see if we could take her off. We 
found her nearly on'her beam ends—the sea 
breaking over her. At low water there was 
four feet of water around her. . This was two 
ales out of the proper channel. We waited 
till high water, and then got two hawsers on 
her ; they broke. ‘The Captain suggested our 
‘going back to Shanghai to get a pilot, and see 
about a hawser and two cargo boats. We 
hadn’t then succeeded in moving-her. We 
‘ame back to Woosung, and picked up Mr. Bain 
in a pilot boat. The supereargo si 
to him to take charge of the ship, and he 
‘came with us to Shanghai in the tug. In 
the evening of the same day, we went 
back (Mr. Bain with us.) We had to wait 
for the flood tide on the morning of the 25th 
—it was not till between 10 and 11 that we 
get slonguide , the tug was drawing 3 feet 
ir, Bain asked the Captain if he had any 
body engaged ; he said, no, and told him to 
come on board and take charge. At high 
water we tried to move her, but couldn't ; 
at 11 and 11 p.m., we tried again. Between 
Landon the morning of the 26th we got 





her off into 6 fathoms water. It was un 
laintifi’s orders that we did everything. Be- 
Eween Il and 12 in the forenoon, we were 
taking her across the shoal when she touched 
‘ound, and fell over on to the steamboat ; 
fie Captain jumped into the tug. I think he 
was frightened. He was on board the tug 
of anhour. Bain continued on board the 
Ship, making sail ete. Before we got along- 
side’ again—(when the ship fell over the 
hawsers broke, and. we had to get clear of her, 
to save the tug)—the ship had. 4} fathoms of 
r, Bain had succeeded in doing this. 

Her position (when she heeled over) was more 
@angerous in my'opinion than the one she 
had been in at first. She was badly ashore at 
‘Next morning (27th) it camo on to blow 
half a gale ; had she continued in either posi- 
tion, she would have been a total wreck. ‘Two 
of her boats were lost alongside, the Captain's 
own gig was ashore th ship and tug 
were under Mr. Bain’s orders.

‘hanghai had not reached Hankow. At Kiukiang a few settlements had been made, 
mounting to 4,500 4-chests at Tis. 384 and 40}; the few musters shown were not 
ufficient to enable any reliable report of the quality of the crop being made, the first 
top was however expected to exceed that of last year.
